Hayes,was given an oppor- 
tunity to resign which he did and 
nothing has been heard from him un- 
til he showed up as a member of the 
Hooksett police department. The'letter 
to the selectmen is the following:

Washington, D. C., June 
27—The 


ommissioners today voted not to rec- 
mmend to congress that the legal ton 
f coal in the District bereduced from 
240 to 2000 pounds. 
They took this position in approving 
report from George M. Roberts, su- 


perintendent of weights and measures 
n which that official expressed bis op- 
position to the change. 


In laying the proposal before Com- 


missioner Oyster several weeks ago 
the local ccal dealers stated that they 
•would reduce the price o£ a ton o£ coal 
proportionately if the weight of 
the 


ton were brought down to '2000 pounds. 


They gave as-the principal reason 


for seeking the change that most of 
the states have a 2000-pound ton, an 
that to make the change here would 
be in line with standardization. They 
further pointed out that because other 
large cities have the short ton their 
price is lower, and many persons un- 
familiar with the fact that Washing- 
ton uses the long' ton, get the Im- 
pression that dealers here charge more 
for coal..
